Govern- 
ment. 

The Ocoupstion of Newchwang by the 
BRussians.—Tho continued occupation of the 
treaty port of Newchwang by tho Russians, and 
their active interference with its trade by 
collecting the Customa and port dues, imposing 
quarantine regulations, ond in otber ways 
trenting it as conqnered territory, bas greatly 
oxcroised the aszocistion during the past year, 
and sovoral appeals to the Foreign Office to 
interfere on behalf of the British interos'a 
assailed have boon made. So far, however, 
these appeals and all representations 
from Downing Street to 8. Petersburg 
consequent thereon have been unproductive of 
result, Now that hostilities have broken out 
between Russia and Japan, the question appears 
likely to be settled in tho meantime by the 
retirement of tho Russian troopa in occupation 
of the port, but it is to be hoped that in any 
future negotiations Great Britoin and other 
Tresty Powers will rigidly insist upon Now- 
ohwang boing restored to it original position 
as a Chinese tresty port, and left in the 
undisturbed control of Peking. 

Omissions from tho U, 8. Troaty with China. 
‘A lator having been addressed to the Foreign 
Office—in which this branch concarred— 
pointing ont certain omissions in the Com- 
mercial Treaty between the United States 
and China with regard to tho allocation of the 
surtax to the Provincial Chineso Goreraments 
to compensate’ for the lows of /ekin which is 
arranged for in tho British Treaty, and tho 
absonce of any agreement about the excise to be 
levied on machine-mado yarn; oloth, or other 
prodacts of foreign.type in China, 5 reply has 
been recvived pointing out that the fact thatthe 
United States Govecnment have not atipulsted 
for all the conditions attached to those ongage- 
ments by Great Britain nosed not necessarily be 
taken o3 indicating that they attribute no 
imporisuce to tho points referred to by the 
association, 

Mr. Chamberlain's Schome for Tariff Reform 
—In January of this year, in response te 
suggestions, tho committes considered the 
advisability of dospatching a telegram express- 
ing approval of and sympathy with the Right 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain ia his efforts to 
promote reform in the fiscal policy of tho 
United Kingdom, and obtained the views of the 
members by circular. ‘Tha proposal was eador- 
sod by nearly all the members, only two votiog 
against it. The following telegram was 
accordingly despatched on the 13th January :—~ 
“Large majority members Hongkong Branch 
China Association warmly support your 
fiscal aims. Consider reciprocal treaties 
absolutely neceasary, “failing which recom- 
mend | adoption retaliation.” A letter 
confirming tho telegram was mailod on the 
Mth January, and copies of same wore forwarded 
to the London branch of the association and 
to tue Colonial Secretary, for the information 
of the Governor of Hongkong.. A letter has 
been received from Mr. Chamberlain's privat o 
aecretary acknowledging recaipt of the 
telegram. : ;

CAsE AT SHANGHAI. 


——____—_e— 


In the German Court, Shanghai, on the 4th 
inst. before Mr. K. Maensa (Vice-Consal), and 
Mesars. H. Lovbleia and Th Meyer (Assessors), 
@ caso came on betwoen Mozsra. Ellinger and 
Co.,. plaintiffs (represented by Mr. Platt, for 
Stokes and Platt), and Messrs, Wm. Meyerink 
and Co., defendants (repreiwnted by Dr. Vor- 
work). he ' : 

‘The petition of the plaintiffs was as follows :— 

1—Tho plointiffs aro » firm of British 
merchants carrying on business at Manchester 
and elsewhere, and the defendants are a firm of 
German werchants carrying on business at 
Shanghai and alsowhero. 


2,—Part of tho plaintiffs’ business consists 
in exporting pioce-gocds' from England in 
falilment of orders received by them from 
merchants in foreiga countries, and in order to 
bestia Oe settlement of tho baci of suck 
orders and the carrying outas quickly as “ 
ble, and following the prictice of Bol exer 
engaged ip such export business, the plaintiffs, 
at a considerable cost, caused a private tolegra- 
phio onde to be compiled, a copy of which tho 
Inintifis entras to those merchants in 
loreign countries from whom they were in the 
habit of receiving orders, upon the distinct un- 
derstanding that such copy code was the pro- 
perty. of tho plaintiffs and that tho merchant to 
whom the copy code was so ontrusted should 
preséeve the private nator of such and 
shoald not divalge to others any metorial part 


or parts thereof or lend or allow the same ont of |- 


hia possession; it was stated on tho cover of 
each copy code so entrusted that it was tho pri- 
vate tolographis code of the plaintiffs and had 
to be returned to them on demand. 


3.—Tho plaintiffs obtained their said private 
telegraphic code in the way in which Manches- 
tor morchants usually obtain sach codes, that is 
to ssy, in the following manner : 

'Thero axe certain firms whose business consists 
in compiling telegraphic codes, and the plaintifis 
inatrooted one of such firms to compile a code 
for them; such code was thereupon compiled 
aod the plaintiffs paid a Jarge sum of money for 
it; after plaintiffs bad so obtained their code 
they employed aud paid a man to completo il, 
and this man was engaged for a period of nearly 
one year on such. work, When the code was 
completely finished the plsintiffs caused to be 
printed 8u to 100 copies of it, eacl copy con- 
taining 2 volumes, and this also cost the plaio- 
life's large aum of money. : 

Tho plaintiffs ontrnsted such copy codex to 
those merchants in foreign countries with whom 
they did basiness on. the torms ast out in the 
preceding clause. 

4—The plaintiffs occasionally received orders 
from the defendants, amd consequently on or 
about the 16th Fobrnary, 1903, the plaintiffs, 
following the usual ‘prootica, ontrusted the 
defendants with their said private telegraphic 
code upon the terms above expressed. 

5.—About: tho beginning of the month of 
November 1903 Mr, James Ellinoger, one of 
the partuers in the plaintiffs’ firm. cama to 
Shanghai for ‘the purpow of looking up the 
firm’s constituents there, such constituants 
being’ Messrs. Holliday, Wise & Co., Messn. 
Ward, Probst & Co., and tho defendants, At 
thst time thors was also in Shanghni a certain 
Mr, B, Dux, a membor of the firm of Messrs. 
Simon Dux & Co,, merchants of Manchester, 
who had come to Shavghai in order to work up 
a connection for his firm smong merchaats.in 
China. : 

6.—In order that s frm of merchants ip 
Manchester may successfully carry on basiness 
with merchants in China, it is absolnte'y neces- 
sory that. they should lave a telegraphic code 
to work with, und hence in order that the gaid 
Mr. R. Dr's firm might bo able to compatein 
business on equal terms with other Manchester 
firms doing business with merchants in China, 
it was necessary that his firm should have a 
telegraphic] code as goods as such other firms 
possessed, 

7.—About the: 18th December, 1903, Mr: 
James Ellinger waa informed that. the ssid 
Mr. RK. Yux was compiling a telegraphic coda 
for bis firm withthe awistance of the plain- 
tiffs’ code ;-thereupon Mr. James Ellinger st 
once saw the defendaats in their office and 
enquired of them whether they had parted with 
the possession of the plaintiffs’ dode which had 
been entrusted to them, to Mr, Dox, and if they 
had, to got the code back and return it to him, 
Mr, James Ellinger. 

The result of such enquiries was that the 
defendants returned tho code to Mr. Jaines 
Ellinger within two hours of his said interview

precuring = new code, and in the meanwhile 
their business wi'l be prejudiced by reason. of 


their having to mnke use of an old code which 
isnot up to date. 

The plaintiffs therefora prry that the de- 
fendants may be ordered to psy to them the sum 
of £1,000 a3 damages foc the injury done by 
them to the private telogeaphie code the property 
of the plaintiffs, and that the defoudants may be 
ordered to pay the costs of this auit.

Mr. Piatt, having road the foregoing petition. 
said (in argument): Tho defendsuts admit that. 
the plaintiffs entrusted them with this telegraphic 
coda, but they deny the terms upoa which plain- 
tifa nay they leat it tothom. They say farther 
that there was in Shanghai s Mr. 'R. Dus, 
ae member of a Manchester firm who bad 
oome to work up @ connection for his firm. 
They do not deny that they lent to him thie 
private tolographic code, but they say thoy did 
not in any way ruin the privacy of plaintiffa’ 
codo, and that it is not necessary for plaintiffs 
to get anew code; that plaintiffs hare suffered 
no loss, sud therefore have no claim against the 
dofoodants. Tho firat quostion arising is: what 
wore the terms upon which the plajotiffs 
enfrusted deferdants with their private codes? 
Thoso terms we say are set out in the second 
paragraph of tho petition. They wero not to 
end the code or lot it go out of their possession, 
I take the code itseli—which was lent by the 
plaintiffs to tho dofendants—snd pat it in. 
Taside the code you will find a statement printed 
to this effect—“ Messrs. Ellinger and Cos. 
private \tolegraphic code. ‘This code is tho 
property of Messrs. Ellinger & Co., and it is 
only lent to Messrs, William Moyerink & Co., 
and must be returned to the former on domand.” 
That statement was pasted in each copy of 
tho tolegraphic code entrusted to the de. 
fondants. That statement at once proves 
tho first and fifth terms I have. enumerated— 
first, that it is the property of tho plaintiffa, aud 
fifth, that it had to be delivered up on demand. 
There remain the socond, third, and fourth 
terms, I say those terms: are impliedly 
incorporated into the agreement by the word 
“private." Whether the second ond fourth 
terms are impliedly incorporated depends npon 
the construction the Court puts apon'the word 
“private.” Surely it menos that the mau to 
whom itis entrusted must preserve tho private 
nature of it —not divulge ita contents to others, 
nor to Jet it pass out of hishands. f do not see 
Task the Court— 
if the Court has any doubt—to ask the Assessors, 
who are merchants in this city, what constrac- 
tion they put on the word “ pritate,” or I will 
ask Mr. Meverink himself, and uccept. his 
answer, whether, when one merchant londs 
his private velographic vode to another, the 
borrower does not impliedly undertake not to 
divulge the contonts. It would be impossible 
to carry on business without such codes snd 
witbout strict privacy of such cedes. It is a 


parals telegraphic code, and therefore differs’ 


rom the public ovdes which anyone can’ buy at 
the shops, Plaintiffs have paid a largo sum of 
money to obtain such code, snd they are 
entitled to expect, when entrusting it to others, 
that that privacy shall be respected. ‘I'he aext 
question is: Who was Mr. k. Dux? In thoir 
anewer, defendants admit that he was a membor 
of the firm of Messrs, Simon Dux & Co,, Mon- 
chester, who came to work up s business 
connection in China for his firm. It is olear 
therefore that Mr. R. Dux was a competitor 
in business. Thoy alsosay that Mr. R. Dux had 
3 good code for many years with which they 
could do business. Even in that case, Mr. 
K. Dux was compiling. 1 new codo for use 
in China. That hes been admitted. in the 
following way.‘ When plaintiffs discovered 
or were informed that Mr. Rt. Dux was 
compiling a code with the help of theirs, 
they demanded it back. Mr. Dux entrusted his 
interests to 3 firm of lawyers her, Messrs. 
Drammond and White-Cooper, who wrote that 
he was yoaking a new code, bat not making 
use of the plaiatiffs’ private code, There- 
fore, we have this situation, The pisin- 
tiffs’ private code has been lout te 
compotitor who is preparing a new code; What. 
did Mr... Dux want with that code? Hither 
he wanted it to help him in preparing: a new 


code, or secondly, if he did not want it for that 
purpose, he wauted to gain some information as 


to how plaintiffs’ business was carried ov. It 
cannot be doubted that Mr. R. Dux wanted 
plaintiffs’ cade. ‘Therefore, yuu sev, youtlemen, 
that this code having been lent, that the privacy 
of that codo was. at once ruined. It was lent 


on the understanding that its privacy would be 


respected, Mr, R, Dux had this code iu his 
possession fur some time, and there is be ques- 


tion that be must have got come knowledge of 
ita contents, That knowledge, you' can well 
imagiue, in the hands of a dishonest mao, might 


be turned to some disadvantajre of the pluintiffe. 
I don't suggest that Mr. R. Dox is so dishonest, 
but I do say that having acquired this informa- 


tion of the contents of tie code, that the 


privacy of that code bas absolutely been ruined. 


If the plnintiffs want a private code, they must 


get a new ons, and the cost of that new ono 
sbould not fall upon them, bat upon the defen- 


dants, .who have been the cause of all this 


trouble. Mr, Ellinger being an interested 
party; cannot give evidence, bat bo is prepared 
to make a statement us to how ho obtained the 
information that Mr. Dax hed the code. After 
the lapse of two hours: (from his demand to 
defendants), the code was returoed to him at 
his rooms at the hotel, with upulogies for its 
having Leon so lent. He eon state, if you wish 
it, that he at onco.wrote to his firm in Manchester 
telling them that the privacy of the code 
was ruined and thats new one must be made. 


He has heard from his firm that the new code is} 


being made, and that the cost of it will be 
something like £483. Itis avery short case. 
‘The questions for you to decide are; Was tho 
code entrusted tothe defendants? Was its 
privacy ruined by its being lent? If the privacy 


was ruined, has the plaintiff suffered damage? 


Is it necessary. for him to have a new one com- 
piled? 1£ you conclude that a new one should 
be compiled, I contend that the cost of it should 
fail upon tho defendants.

Hamburg, Sth Fobruary. 

The prompt action of the Keiser in at once 
sending assistance to the sufferers in Aaleaund 
has made him most. popular in Norway; there 
was a profuse display of flags, and buntiog in 
all the principal towns of the country on hia 
birthday on 27th ult,, and the first Grand Cross 
of the recently instituted order of the Norwe- 
gian has b: on conferred upon him, 

The steamer Pheenician, besides establishing 
‘two Bospital wards on hoard, has been giving 
shelter to over 2,000 poople, mostly someon and 
children, whilst the Bremen steamer Weimar, a 
smaller boat, has taken charge of about half 
that numbor, Food, bedding, and clothes have 
lao been liborally distributed to those.on board 
and on shore, and as fresh supplies are being sent 
ont by Bremen boats, and as assistance is now 
arriving from all sides, it is lo be hoped that for 
tha present at ony rate, tho provailing distress 
has been much reduced. Subscriptions in aid 
of the sufforers are moreover being — raised 
all over Europe, so that a new town may 
br expected to bnve sprung up on tho 
site of the old one before next winter sets in.

The question of compensation to persons 
wrongfully accused fer’ imprisonment snffered 
whilst awniling thoir trial has long engaged 
the attention of philanthropists onl jurists. A 
bill dealing with the subject is now under dis- 
cussion in the Roichstag. It provides that en 
the acquittal of prisocer the court shall at 
his or her roqnost deoite whetaer compensation™ 
is du» or not, and shall issue a soparato ordor to 
that offeot,- The olaim shall be only for 
pecuniary losses incurred through thearrost, and 
must, if allowed, be presented to the public 
prosecutor of the court whers the trial took 
place within threo taonths after receipt of the 
order by the claiment, and will then be referred 
to the board of legal administration of the 
respective state for further inquiry. Should it 
be rejected, an action may be brought in one of 
the civil courts, .Rolatives or others towards 
whose support tho accused is by law obliged to 
contribute are also entitled to damages, 

In ‘casos where tho accused hay intentionally 
or through carolessness brought suspicion upon 
himedf, thereby becoming the canss~of his 
incarceration, no claim for damages shall lie ; 


“an application may also be disallowed should the 


moral guilt of a prismner hare been provod, 
although he has been acquitted ‘on legal 
fronuds; likewise if his conduct has been such 
asto make him appear unde srving iu the eyes 
ofthe court. Should a second trial: take place, 
either on fresh ovidence or on appeal, 
and the original veriliot be quashed, 
return. ‘any amount 
obteined in the meantime plus interest.

Millions of balss were thrown on “the 
mai ket, and with violent fluctuations amounting 
toaxmach as Iho. in one doy prices declined 
rapidly, until they stood last night about Se, below 
the quotations of Ist inst. To-day a rally has 
takon place, aud it now remains io be seon 
whether the power of ths bull cliq:e hag hern do- 
finitely broken. They still talk londly of n speedy 
Tobonad, and predict higher prices thin ever, 
but ns the banking interest scoms to have turn- 
ed ogainst them, and as the high margins now 
demanded by brokers and matchants will tend 
to keap ont the goneral public, it is doubtful 
whether they will succood. “At the samo time, 
the downward movement may very oasily be 
carried too far, for, unless very large quantities 
of cotton be brought to light, which would 
appear unlikely, the supply is not equal to the 
preseat requiements of trade, and only high 
prices will effectually «artail consumption.

THE OPIUM ORDINANCE.

CHINESE OBIECT. ONS. 

With regard io the first reading of the bill 
ontitled Au Ordinaifes to Amond the Propared 
Npium Or tivance, 1891; the Chung Ngoi San Po 
comments as follows :—" Th» preventing of the 
sale of opium-pills and wie imposes a great 
hardship oa thy opiam-smokers. As the price of 
opium has beeomno 50 desr, coolies ant the poople 
of the lower class generally who have boon long 
addicted to opium, ara compelled to wean 
themselves of the opium-imoking habit,’ and 
they do 8» by inoaus of opiam-pills and wices 
which ‘are generally prepared by druggists. 
The pills and wine cvntain buts very small 
percontags of opium or opinm-dross, which is 
recognised in melicijal furm. - In fact a very 
Jarge number of opium-sm kers bave success- 
fully weaned themselves of the habit’ by the 
agsistunce of either opiom-pills or wine, which 
ig recognised a3 the best cara for the opinm- 
habit, beorse un opium-sm-kor, hy taking 
gradually diminishing dosas of the wine or 
pills, is able to offegtuatly drop tha habit 
without suffering in health as he would do if 
he broke off the habit bruptly. Ii the salo of 
opium-pills and wine is prevensed by lugislation 
the opium-smokers who ont of their scanty 
wages cannot afford opium, the prica of which is 
exceadingly high. will probab!y become incapaci- 
ted: for work and fall into a weak and invalid 
condition. ‘Opium-piils and wine are not only 
taken as ¢ures for opium-smoking, bub are also 
sometimes us! as medicine forthe sick. Opium 
pills are also used by travellers addicted to the 
opinm-smoking hubit, when they havanot brought 
with them their opium utensils. If cpium-piils 
and wine ean cure the opium-smoking habit, 
why shon'd their sale be prevented F ‘If provi- 
sion is made to ox-mpt from tho oporation of the 
Amending Oridingsee opiam when prescribed or 
sald in reccgnised medicinal forms, or in 
European or American patent medicines, why 
should the sale of opiu-pills and wine, which 
are alco recognis:d in medicinal forms, be 
stopped in thy Chew shops? The opium- 
farmer b fore he sent in his tender knew yery 
well that opinm-pills have been allowed for 
years to be sold in certsin shops. Why should 
further privilege be given to him of a nature 
which gives riss-to general complaints? Of 
couree, the farmer does not. bike the Chineso to 
wean themselves of the opium emoking ‘habit, 
Opium-p Is end wine, it may farther be men- 
tioned, form | rge exp rt from this colsay, 
It may ales be remarked thet patients who are 
opium-«mokers in the Tung Wa Hospital are 
given opium- ills to facilitute theie recovery 
from sickness, Tt is te be hoped that the 
Government will tuke bese facts into con- 
sideration " é
